Death of Dr. John Shackleford. 

Dr. John Shackleford, one of Mays- 
rille's most honored citizens, died at his 
home in this city, 8unday afternoon, at 
ten minutesafter two o'clock. Dr. Shack- 
leford was born March 8, 1801, in this 
county, of English ancestry, his father 
living in Fauquier County, Virginia. He 
was educated in private schools in Mason 
County and began reading medicine at 
the age of eighteen yoar9 under Dr. Basil 
Duke. He attended lectures at Transyl- 
vania University, and after a course of 
five years began the practice of medicine 
in 1824. His medical practice extended 
over a large surrounding territory which 
brought him a widespread reputation as 
physician and surgeon. He was mairied 
December 20, 1833, to the daughter of 
James Chambers, of this county. Dr. 
Shackleford has always tuken an interest 
in public affairs and was at one time 
Curator of Kentucky University. His 
leath will be widely regretted.
